Gen. Young Argues
For Universal Army

Service in Peace

WASHI-NGTO-n, Nov. 23..Universal
military training in peace and equal
service in war is one of the most im¬
portant non-partisan political issues
arising from the war. Lieutenant Gên¬
erai S. B. M. Young, Ü. S. A. (retired)',
declared in a statement made public
here to-day by the National Associa¬
tion for Universal Mi.uary Training,
of which General Young ;s* head.
The importance of universal mili¬

tary training has been recognized byPresident Wilson, General Young de¬
clared. Resolutions indorsing such
training have been adopted by the Com¬
mander in Chief of the Military Or¬
der of the Loyal Legion of the United
States and ratified by the State Com-
mandery of Illinois. General Young
s commander in chief of the legLon.

Calls Act Unfair
In his statement he points out that

the law stipulates that within four
months of t e date the President pro¬claims peace, or as soon as it is pos¬sible to return them from overseas,the American soldiers are relieved of
the contract imposed under the se¬
lective service act. and continues:
"This act is mandatory and consti¬

tutes a binding contract between oursoldiers and their government. Of
course, it will be performed to the let¬
ter and on time, but that is not the
issue The issue is: What are we go¬
ing to do about the condition which
we will soon be facing as the result
of thx¡ performance of the obligationto release these men as soon as prac¬ticable. Certainly we shall not be such
ingrates as to ask that the very men
who have fought this war shall also
do police and garrison duty on foreignsoil while the rest of the men in and
out of camps in this country shall
go jot free!"

BRUSSELS, Nov. 22. King Albert en-
tered Brussels this morning at 10:.'10
o'clock. Uo was accompaniod by Queen
Elizabeth, Princes Leonold and Charlea
mu! Princesa Mûrie .losó.
The royal party entered at the Porti¬

llo Flanders and proceeded to the Place
de la Nation, receiving a tremendous
ovation along the streets. Entering the
Parliament house, King Albert and his
family listened to an address of wel¬
come. Then followed a review of Al¬
lied troops which formed a line <eu
miles long.
Flowers were thrown in the path of

King Albert ¡is the procession made its
Way along boulevards lined for miles
wiib dense throngs.
King Albert and his two sons were

on horseback. The Crown Prince was

on his right and was dressed in khaki,
while his younger brother was dressed
in the uniform of a midshipman.
The city wore its Q la dress, and the

influx of thousands during recent days
made it impossible for all to obtain
lodgings. Many slept in public balls
and shelters.

Italians in Fiume
Demand Protection
From Jugo-Slavsj

British Labor Leader Says
Racial Outbreaks May

Follow Disorders

Change Name of City
American Troop» Expected To

Be Sent to Restore Order
in Town

FIUME, Nov. 14 (Delayed). Victor
Fisher, founder of the British Workers'
League, in making a tour of redeemed
Italian territories, has visited Flume
since the. Hungarian Governor left the
city. The situation, he says, is of ex-

tremo delicacy.
Danger is arising out of the unex-

pected occupation of the city by con¬

siderable bodies of Jtigo-Slav soldiery,
most of whom wore Croatian troops
and until quite recently fighting in the
Austrian army.

In addition to this, the local Jugo¬
slav committee, while disarming the
Italian population, has formed armed
c'vil guards from Jugo-Slavs living in
the outskirts of the town.

Disorders have taken place, and it is
reported here that American troops
have been dispatched to restore order.

Immediate Action Necessary
"The situation demands effective and

immediate action, as at «my moment an
unpremeditated explosion of racial sen¬
timent may lead to the most serious
eventualities," said Mr. Fisher. "Jugo¬
slavs to the number of 18 000 all
armed, have occupied Fiume under the
command of a Serbian captain, alter¬
ing the normal proportion of the dif-
feivnt races among the inhabitants.
"The main factor in the maintenance

of law and order is the presence of a
small Italian squadron. The Italian
population is in a state of trepidation
'mounting almost to terror. The Jugo¬
slavs have proclaimed that the name
Fiume is now changed to the Slav name
of Ricka.
"Fnrmul application has been made

to the Italian admiral hy four Hun
ganan delegates from the republican
part of Hungary for passports to Berne,
as they nre unable to secure facilities
to reach Switzerland by way of Austria.
The delegates arc Piul Keri, Nicholas,
Vadas/., Dr. Othon Ernest and GeorgeDebolom.

Jugo-Slavs Seize Ships
"Some of the vessels in the harbor

here which formerly belonged to the
Austrian mercantile marine now are fly
ine; the Jugo-Slav flag, while others
have the Croatian Aug. The Italian
maritime authorities have refused to
recognize these ensigns.
"The situation is extremely perilous.

Aside from the final territorial solu¬
tion, there is the utmost urgency for

the protection of the livcm of about
fifty thouitnnd Italians. Either an Ital¬
ian or an Allied force should be landed
here and th<> Jugo-Slav bands disarmed
and induced to leave the city."

Jugo-Slav Council
Withdraws From
Mid-Europe Union
Tribune Washington Bureau

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23..The Jugo¬
slav National Council announced this
morning it-i withdrawal from the
Democratic mid-European union. The
reason, as stated by Dr. Ilinko Ilinko-
vitch, member of the Jugo-Slav Com¬
mittee in London, and representative
of that body in the United States, is;
"Concerning the Ifalo-Jugo-Slav ter¬

ritorial contest, the Jugo-Slav national
aspirations, the justice of which was

quite recently in the fullest manner

recognized by President Wilson, are
not safeguarded in the propaganda
work of ¿ne mid-European union
against the imperialistic claims of
Italy."

Formal Withdrawal Made
The communication nddressed by the

Jugo-Slav National Council, and signed
by Don ,\'ik« Grakovitch, president, and
Dr. Hinkovitoh, to the Democratic
mid-European union, follows:
"The Jugo-Ölav National Council in

Washington, and tho undersigned rep¬
resentatives of said council, havo the
honor to inform you that the Jugo-
Slav aÑtiohal Council resigns from the
membership of your organization, the
interests of tne Jupo-Slav cause and
its success demanding that this action
be taken.

"Accordingly, your organization, in
prenernl, and your director, Professor
II. A. Miller, in particular, are re¬

quested to discontinue representing
the Jugo-Slav National Council in any
action whatever, and to cancel at the
earliest possible opportunity, the name
of our organization from your official
papers and stationery.
"We a!.io beg to -inform you that the

Department of State in Washington
has been advised hy us of the resigna¬
tion of the Jugo-Slav National Council
from the Democratic mid-European
union."

Paderowiski Has Resigned
Ignace Radcrcwski, head of the

Polish national organization in the
United States, recently withdrew his
name, toge'lier fith that of the Polish
committee, from membership in the
mid-European union, for reasons
similar to 'hose which prompted the
action of tii" Jugo-Slav Council, ex¬
cept that tii" Poles were incensed that
krainians were admitted to member¬

ship when the Ukrainian forces were
waging war upon tlie Polish people,and seeking to annex Po ish territory.The action of the Poles and Jugo¬slavs, it wa sasserted in Borne quarters
